Prune Pudding. — One-fourth pound 
prunes, 5 egg whites, 5 tablespooululs 
powdered sugar 2 tablespoon ful» 
cream of tartar. Beat whites stiff, 
add sugar and cream of tartar, ar- 
range half iu a buttered pudding dish, 
arrange half of prunos, stewed, stoned 
and quartered upon this, then half of 
the remaining whites; rest of pruues, 
the rest of whites. Bake 22 minute- 
in a very moderate oven. Serve with 
a custard sauce made from the 5 egg 
yolks and a pint of milk, with sugar 
to taste. 

Prune Whip — Made like the pud- 
ding only the prunes are strained and 
then whipped ino tho stiff whites. 
The whole is piled lightly upon a 
platter, placed over a dish of hot wat- 
er and browned in the oven. Served 
with custard sauce. 

Prune Souflle. —One-half pound 
prunes, 3 tablespoons powdered sugar 
4 eggs, 1 scant teaspoon vanilla. Beat 
egg yolks and sugar to a clean:, add 
vanilla, and mix with this the 
stewed, drained, stoned and qu 
Fold in tho whites beaten him" 
dash of salt. Bake in a moderately 
quick oven 20 minutes . Serve imme- 
diately. Prunes may likewise be 
lade into pies by straining the fruit 
id theu making like date pie. 
Figs. — Soak dried figs in cold water 
for several hours, theu stew slowly 
until plump. Drain and pile upon a 
dish, serve with whipped cream ar- 
ranged in a circle arouud them. 

Rolled Pudding.— One pint flout 
2 tablespoons «ugar, 4 tablespoons but- 
ter, two teaspoons baking powder, £ 
teaspoon salt, about £ cup milk. Sift 
dry materials, rub in half the butter 
then add milk until vou have a smooth 
dtnigh Roll about | of an inch thick, 
spread with the remaining butter soft- 
ened ; then with a layer of any desired 
fruit, free from juice. Roll up like 
a jelly roll and cut into pieces about 
1$ inches long. Place pieces of roll on 
end in a buttered pan aud bako 20 to 
30 minutes iu a moderate oven. Serve 
hot with a sauce made from fruit 
juice. 

Dried Aapple.— Wash, slew, beasou 
with lemon and spice, sweeten to taste. 
Make into pie, arrange in alternate 
layers with stale buttered biead 
crumbs in an earl lien dish ; brown in 
the oven aud serve with lemon sauce 
any preferred pudding sauce. 
Use $ cup crumbs to each cup of 
apples. — American Agriculturist.

Why there should be a 
bounty on seals is plain to those who 
know that in a year a single seal con- 
mes some 3,650 pounds of fish, 
which would make 6.006,300 pounds 
d by the killing ot the 1.662 seals 
895. Most of the fl*h eaten are 
se-graiued, such as are used iu 
ng lobster pots — sculpins, Boon- 
, tomcords, etc.— but not a few 
valuable ftab, like herring, salmon, and 
mackerel, are killed by these animals. 
Much difficulty is experienced by heal 
hunters in securing all of the animals 
kil'ed. Many badly wounded DOW 
escape, and probably more than 2,000 
seals were killed during 1895. 

oone knows exactly why bounties 
are paid on black bears. They are 
nless animals, according to compe- 
tent observers, feeding on beachnuts, 
wild fruits of various kinds, on carrion 
and roots of plants, seldom if ever 
molesting farmers in any way. 
Maine pays $5 and New York .flO a 
head for killing these good-natured 
creatures,

Some oddly colored squirrels are 
said to have been taken near Belle- 
ville, Out.

Before that we had a congress 
consisting of a single body of dole- 
gates. All votos wero takou by states 
—a majority of tho delegates from 
the state oasting the vote of the state. 
There was no senate, no president 
nor any separate executive depart- 
ment and praotioally no judiciary. 

The oongress, either by the whole 
body or by committees, performed 
the neoeesary executive funotions, 
commissioned officers, raised and 
disbursed revenue, oonduoted our 
diplomaoy, audited aooounts and ex- 
ercised certain judicial functions. It 
was a weak attempt to organize a 
government, but it answered so long 
as the oommon peril of British sub- 
jugation lasted. When that threat 
was withdrawn by the peace of 1783, 
tho selfishness and jealousies of the 
states beoame intense and threat- 
ened to snap the foeble bonds that 
hold thorn in union. The oon^ 
became tho laughing stock of the 
oountry, and tho host mon shunned 
it. It had contracted dobts in the 
prosecution of the war, and, the 
states neglooting or refusing to pay 
their quotas, congress was protested 
and dishonored, for it had no power 
l n lay and collect taxes. It had made 
commercial treaties with foreign 
powers, and tho states refused to al- 
low in thoir ports the privileges 
guaranteed by tho treaties. Con- 
gross was a mimio show, the butt of j W 
jealousy and ridicule. Great things | jjjjjj 
Were demanded of mon who could 
do nothing. 

Each state made its own tariff 
law. If one, with a view to raf ' 
money to pay its pressing dobts, fix- 
ed a high rate on foreign goods im- 
ported, anothor would adopt a lower 
rate to attract commoroo to its ports. 
It -was honco impossible for the 
states to mnko a bonefloialusoof the 
power to levy duties on foreign 
goods. And besides commerce be- 
tween tho states was hinderod and 
bad blood was engendered by duties 
levied by ono stato on goods coming 
from another. Now York laid a 
duty on firewood coming down the 
sound from Connecticut and upon 
garden truok crossing the river 
from Jersey.
